"I b«ll«ve Padttcah li«s a futttr« aa 
m market garden center," said H. W. 
Brewster of Chicago, yeeterday af- 
ter neailv a week spent In atudylii); 
ihi' couiuiv around thU cUy. He had 
ii'rciiily acqiiainli'il liiiUbflf with the 
geographic and iransponaiiou con- 
dltlone surrounding Padurah. It was 
Ills satisfaction with these that 
Itroaght Mr. Brewster here. Ae was 
formerly professor of agriculture at 
the University of Minnesota, but com. 
pi'l!o(i to leave that climate for a 
softer one on account of his health. 

"Tlioie will be litiW' illfference be- 
tween methods of mailu t sardenliiR 
around Paducah and around Chira- 
go," be said, "You have the advant- 
age of the northern irinols and In- 
diana gardeners by alwut four weekn 
and can get vegetables In the city 
market while prices are high. Anoth- 
er advantage yon have li^ of ihoaper 
land. The fai-minK near iho Rreat 
city, of course. Is Intense, because 
the land is so valuable. The high 
price of land is ilrlving out farmer. 
'Many of them are going Into the 
northwest territory of Canada and 
raising wheat. If we can direct toem 
to this gprtlnn we Bhall «iiccee<l In 
keeping in the states a class of 
thrifiy, weaUh-prodncing agricu'.tur- 
allets, helping them and helping wpr- 
tern Kentucky and doing a twtrlotir 
service. 

"I was attracted to thla section by 

Inrnrmatinn acquired tiU<l«Mk SPur 
Ciinimproia; rhih. Its statlfmeAtfl ilid 
nnl falsify the situation in any par- 
tlriilar. I think yonr uplands will Jo 
for caltlo raisInK and yoar more fer- 
tile bottoms for unck farming. Tour 
comparatltely short winter gives the 
advantage to stock raisers of not be- 
ing compelled to keep up the stock 
and fee<l heav > . as they do in the 
northwest. I should like to Introduce 
tile ( lilt ival ion of alfalfa, a most 
profliable crop. 

"Truck gardening on comparative- 
ly eheap land, only 18 hours from the 
Kreat cities, with good freight rates," 
has attractions that should' Induce 
those Kood marili'iierR to aliandon the 
northern Ill iini- (leMs iir.d loine 
here. That Is my object here, and I 
think I can succeed." 

It la protbable that Mr. Brewster, 
who fs here with his wife, will In- 
vest some money In Padurah and co- 
operate with local men, who are en- 
deavoring to build np the truck 
farming industry.

week, where the beautiful new mem- 
orial font will be placed. Is a reitc of 
more th.in p,is.-i:nj,' lilKtorlcal iiitereet. 
It was thv gift of King George, of 
England to the Episcopal ehiir<ii in 
Mt, HoU}-, N. J., which is in Burling- 
ton county oettlodi largely by farol'- 
Hps from BngVatwl, Who doubtJees 
were Intit rumi tit al in interesting the 
King In the struggling little otaurcb 
in the coluulim. At the same time h« 
sent, over a Bible and a Pra>-or Book, 
which were for many years used by 
the Mt. Holly chnrch. 

In the course of time the .Mt. HoUy 
church installed a moi-e modern fimt 
;ind this one was stored away Mr«. 
Samuel l,an^staft, of this city, wh»»n 
viwitlng In Mt. Holly. r.i« it and was 
■truck by Ita htelor>- ajid quaint de- 
sign. Sha secured it and sent it as 
ti Rlii to Ora<-e r - 'I elinr<-h.

OVR SCHOOLS AT BTAKB. 
Orave respouslblllty resu on tha 
school trustees, who tonight proba- 
ii'y will elect a principal of the Hlga 
school t.T Kuccp'.-d Prorco.«ir Oeorge 
Pu;, re. II ■> up ;o fhein whether the 
standard t^lahlished by the prese-r. 
adin;nis!.(u!.ior. in iniintnined or low- 
ar«4i iThere Is a rule, governing the 
oalaotlon of a High school principal, 
wuich provides that he shall have 
been graduatej by an Institution of 
lenriilni;, recognized by the standard 
of till' (iilii7;e iiriiiiM. To abroKale that 
rule now, nr d -i.^aid it, would be 
most unfortunate, not to say a ca- 
lamity. The rule was adopted three 
years ago. At that time Professor 
Payne had not fally come np to the 
new qualifications, and specific ex- 
ception was made of the Incumbent, 
It being generai'y known that he 
would conipleto the quallllcallons. 
Tuis he did and this year for the 
first time I'aducah has a High school 
principal dn°y qualified by the high- 
est standards recognised in any of 
the public schools of the country. 
Tills year, too, the High school has 
three university graduates in Its fac- 
ulty, wlieic fornieriy there wore 
none, and now the Hifjh school's cer- 
tlSoate is accepted for entrance re- 
quirements by all the instUutlons of 
higher education In the country. 
These are essential considerations in 
a High school. Tbe standard for a 
Hish school Is not nxcd by the Pa- 
ducah schoo! bounl. It lu flxed by 
l!ie colleges of the country. Poor 
boys, who ex|p' i ' ro work Iheir way 
through colb I . . . i to qualify for 
entrance In our public schools. They 
can not afford private tutors. Boys, 
who do not expect to go to college, 
are entltlod to a well roundod edu- 

catltiikdH'.^e pnh'tr? r^rhnnN. People 
of oSEti^<fiHlei< in r,tM(l:. ;n« Ui,- I'adu-' 
cah public school system, will aak. 



WRITINO THB UNWRITTrnt LAW. 

Virginia proposes to enact the 
unwritten law" Into a statute,- thus 
maklnp a new departure in criminal 
legislation — adopting a law leKalizIng 
murder, instead of limiting and de- 
fining crime. The proposed bill con- 
sists of one brief paragraph: 

"That IB all criminal trials In- 
volving a charge of assault and 
bntiorv. assault With Intent to 
ma in, disable, dlsllgnre, and 
k 11, 111 homicide, in which It Is 
proven that the perron upon 
whom such assault was 
committed had been guil- 
ty of a wrdn^ to 
the person of the wifa, mother, 
sister, or daughtor ot tha ao- 
cttsed, the Jury fliall he tbe 
Judges of whether sneh provoca- 
tion was sutflcient to Justify 
such punishment." 
The general effect of this, of 
eouree is to malce every nmn tbe 
Judge, Jury and execntlonar In the 
first place of offenaes against him 
self, with a reviewlag court of liis 
own pears to pafk JlPO»- Ma CBa^nd 
and decide whether he shall be pun 
Ished for the undue exercise of di."; 
creiion with which the law veits 
him. 

Virginia has other lawa now on 
her statnto books, providing punlA- 
ment for wrongs agaiaat tha family. 
This will afford two romadles for the 
same offense. The man may kill the 
person guilty of wrong against his 
wife, or the person niAy be tried and 
punished In court for the offense. 
This new law provides capital pun- 
ishment. If the wronged husband Is 
of a murderous disposition. But, If 
the wronged husband happens to be 
mors fllTlUaod' than the proposed 
law. If enacted, would indicate as the 
condition of society In the 0!d Do- 
minion, the puntkinmnt wlK be of 

less denrce. 

If the laws now existing are abro- 
gated, there will be no apecillc pun- 
ishment prescribed tor wrongs 
against the family, unless the wrong- 
ed husband <s wtlUng to take chances 
with his temper. 

Not only will complications result 
In this way, but Injustice will be 
done to the wronged husband. Minds 
of men vary In dagraes ot raasontng 
power, and reasoning power It to a 
greater or less extent abrogatej by 
the piesonco of intense passion. The 
wronged hu.sband must be actuated 
by Intense passion to kill 
the offending party. He Is 
in no ccndltion to determine, 
whethor or not he Is Justified in kill- 
ing the offender. Until some praea- 
il'-iit Is establlAed he will be In the 
dark as to how far he dares to go, 
and after the establishment of pre- 
cedent, he will have to adopt one of 
two courses: either acquaint him- 
self with the law before attacking; 
or see a lawyer first and a Waaler In 
fire arms afterward. Neither course 
Is consistent with blinding passion. 

Afier all, the Jury under this broad 
lailiiide is only to determine whether 
or not the husband a< ted In "sudden 
heat and passion." We think there 
are quite enough homicides and 
quite enough acquittals in this coun- 
try now, and we pay Virginia the 
tribnta of pradlcting that the "un 
written law" statuta will reUIn the 
significance of Its name, and take 
Its place In the legfilatlve museum, 
with Iowa's ordinance of mnriiaiie, 
Missouri's baihelor lax, and Illinois' 
statute, limiting a woman to two 
pi u met a year.

If l'.idu< all's Krocers, merchants 
and businc:>8 mea of all kinds would 
take as much interest in the welfare 
of the city aside from personal in- 
terests, as do the doctors, this city 
won'.d be ten years aiieaJ ot her pres- 
ent status, and Paducah Is not of 
backward growth, ciiher. Serving 
without a cent of remuneration, giv- 
ing up their time to the public's in- 
Interest, well knowing that every 
move they make will meet with bit- 
ter denunciation from some one who 
is discommoded, and will win bo ap- 
probation from those who are bene- 
fited, the members of tha hoard of 
hirilth are amons the most p.otive 
offli ;als of the city. They are untir- 
itiR and uiiselflsli in Iheir efforts, and 
they should receive encouragement in 
tho good work they are doing. Their 
objects are slow of accomplishment, 
hut they are gradually winning. The 
health and possibly the life of every 
citizen of Paducah Is directly affected 
by the success or failure of tbe work

The departmAit of commerce and 
labor, guessar of census, has raised 
a scream from Maine to Oregon and 
from the lakes to the gulf. Not a 
city or hamlet IB the United States, 
but is prepared to prove errors rang- 
ing from two births to inii.iiOO pop- 
ulation.
